Stamps’ crops this year have 
consisted mainly of cotton, corn, 
wheat, oats and a few vegetables. 
He produced about 150 bushels of 
corn, 17 of wheat and 17 of oats 
for the season. He is expecting to 
harvest about two light bales of 
cotton and approximately 100 
bushels of sweet potatoes.

Stamps never has been able to 
work those “new-fangled” shift 
gears on the modern gutomobiles, 
so he still drives his 1926 model 
around. Active not only with his 
hands, the farmer reads the news- 
paper without the aid of glasses. 

“Work is our pastime,” Mr. and 
Mrs. Stamps declared. They are 
usually busy the day through, but 
they always take time off to go 
to the Nazarene church several 
times each week.

FFI had been watching their de- 
parture ‘and had mobilized in the 
thick woods surrounding the city, 
ready to join up with Gen. Pat- 
ton’s ored spearheads as they 
reached ‘the area surrounding the 
city and hit the German rear- 
guards. 

The FFI regiment with which I 
found myself after two days of 
travel ough the thick woodland 
and the'lonely farmiand had not 
long been mobilized, but in the 
forest clearing the men had raised 
the tricolor and lived soldiers’ 
lives in'the abondoned hutments 
of the charcoal burners, with 
straw-filled palliasses lining the 
walls for beds. 

I was ‘given a palliasse and was 
officially enrolled as war corre- 
spondent of the group. I was al- 
lowed to see their activities ‘and 
share their hardships and dangers. 


We lived a life like’ Robin 
Hood’s, *not in Sherwood. Forest, 
but in a Christmas Tree land, for 
everywhere around were deep 
glades of pine, spruce and fir trees. 


Up in these forests the Germans 
didn’t dare to come. They seemed 
roadbouhd and paralyzed, and day 
after day we went down to the 
highways to watch them trail 
backward, to discover their rear- 
guard positions and observe their 
road mining operations. 


When* the spearhead of Amer- 
ican troops arrived, our regiment 
had done a complete job of te- 
connaissance and went in with 
Gen. Patton’s advanced troops to 
raise the liberation flag in the sur- 
rounding villages. 3 

When the first American tank 
arrived the FFI soldier thought it 
was just another German; he had 
not seen an American tank. It 
wasn't until he heard the cheer- 
ful American voices and saw the 
gay American smiles in the tank 
turrets that he realized that he 
was no longer amid the grim- 
faced, gutteral-tongued Panzer- 
men, but among friends. He came 
into our camp headlong, scream- 
ing excitedly: “The Americans are 
here!” 

We streamed out of the camp 
into the valley to meet them, with 
a cavalcade of FFI men on bicy- 
cles with rifles slung over their 
shoulders escorting our one motor 
truck flying the tricolor. 

But machineguns were mounted 
on the roof and another was stuck 
out of the back, and ahead of us 
went fast-riding motorcyclists, giv- 
ing us the appearance of a dashing 
liberationary flying column. The 
travel-stained doughboys — some 
had done 300 miles in two days— 
gave us an enthusiastic welcome 
and surged toward us. 

We reached the outskirts of the 
city near nightfall. A black pall 
of smoké hung over the city, show- 
ing where the retreating Germans 
had bummed a supply dump. But 
soon the’ statcato of machineguns 
and the crump of 88's indicated 
that we ‘must fight to capture the 
bridgehead across the Marne. 

The battles for the city went on 
throughout the night, with the 
German frearguard fighting hard 
to keep us out while the main 
body of Panzermen withdrew un- 
der cover of darkness. Our FFI 
men were in the vanguard when 
I left them to bivouac beneath 
the stars.

Beef Supplies 
Drop Sharply 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—(/)— 
Sharply lower supplies of choice 
and good beef will be available 
for American dinner tables this 
fall due to a reduction in feedings, 
the Agriculture Department pre- 
dicted today. 

In view of the reduced number 
of cattle dn feed in the corn belt 
on August 1 and reported inten- 
tions of feeders to sell a smaller 
proportion of those on feed before 
November, the marketings of fed 
cattle during August to October 
may not be much over 50 per cent 
of the marketings during the sim- 
ilar period last year, the Bureau 
of Agriculture Economics said. 

The bureau's monthly livestock 
and wool report added that high 
feed costs and uncertainty as to 
future prices continues to discour- 
age feeding of lightweight cattle. 

Now at a _ seasonal low, 
slaughtering is expected to in- 
crease during the last quarter of 
the year. But the spring crop will 
be 24 per cent below that of last 
year, and the slaughter this winter 
will be considerably under that of 
last winter. 

With the lamb crop 5 1-2 per 
cent smaller this year than last, 
the slaughter of lambs will be 
smaller during the remainder of 
this year than for the same period 
a year ago. This may bring high- 
er prices for slaughter lambs than 
during the last quarter of 1943. 


New Polio High 


Set in North Carolina 


RALEIGH, N. C., Sept. 7.—(#)— 
A new record of infantile paralysis 
incidence in North Carolina was 
set today as seven new cases of 
the disease were reported, bring- 
ing the year’s total to 677, two 
more than the previous high mark 
for the whole of 1935. 

Since June 1 alone, 655 cases 
have been reported in the state. Of 
them, 125 were listed in June, 294 
in July and 224 in August. 

Seventy-four of the state’s 100 
counties have reported one or 
more cases and the death toll 
stands at 29.

Sept. 7.—(#)—American troops closed in tonight on the 


Ger- 


Gothic line defenses northwest of Florence—=still fighting a 
dogged foe on Italian soil a year after Italy quit the war. 


Italy surrendered September 8, 
1943, and the following morning 
American and British troops of 
the Fifth Army landed at Salerno 
and began a toe-to-toe slugging 
match with the Nazis up the rug- 
ged peninsula. 

Today Lt. Gen. Clark’s veteran 
Americans prepared to punch into 
the best. of many defensive lines 
a resourceful enemy had _ con- 
structed and lost in this campaign 
since Italy’s capitulation. In the 
fortified strongholds of the north- 
ern Appenine mountains guard- 
ing the paths to the Po valley, the 
Germans still fight with savage 
fury 


Even on the Adriatic end of the 
Gothic line, where veterans of the 
British Eighth Army had punched 
through some of the enemy’s 
strongest positions along a 20-mile 
front, the Germans hung on. grim- 


All along a 14-mile front 
inland from the sea Allied tanks 
and infantry inched forward in 
a bitter struggle against the strong- 
ly entrenched Nazis. 

British troops crossed the Ven- 
tena river within five miles of the 
eastern border of the little Repub- 
lic of San Marino. British and In- 
dian units stormed 2,000-foot 
Monte San Giovanni and left 50 
German dead dotting its slopes. 

This, the main Allied onslaught,

continued to receive thundering 
support both from swarms of at- 
tack planes and warships. Rimini, 
under violent assault by land, sea 
and air, was expected to fall soon 
and permit a tremendous Allied 
armored farce to charge into the 
Po valley beyond. 

American troops methodically 
closed in on the Gothic line de 
fenses between Florence and the 
Ligurian sea. Their patrols were 
reported operating near Monsum- 
mano. The city of Prato was oc- 
cupied. 

In 365 days since the Salerno 
landings the Fifth Army had ham- 
mered the Nazis back 315 air-line 
miles, but roughly two-thirds of 
that mileage was covered in seven 
weeks after May 11, when the en- 
emy was hit a terrific blow on the 
Garigliano-Rapido-Cassino front.

The county commissioners know what 
the people want with regard to the sloven, 
inefficient police force which has cost so 
much and done so little. 

The people want a complete reorgani- 
zation and a system of selection and disci- 
pline plus a merit system. The unworthy 
display of petty tempers and servile poli- 
tics displayed in the past two meetings 
was not encouraging. 

Commissioner Ed Almand, who ran for 
the office of ordinary while holding his 
commission post, spoke of “turning the 
men out in the cold.” No such suggestion 
has been made. The chief of the depart- 
ment has become one of the county’s 
wealthy men and one of its large property 
owners, but no suggestion has been made 
other than zetirement with a period of 
pensioning. The Constitution favors an 
adequate pension system. This is not a 
personal matter but a public one. 

Some members of the police force 
openly participated in the past primary 
with no word of rebuke or restraint from 
the commission. By their own actions they 
admitted they were police by politics 
only. Most of the police force, long sick- 


ened by the leadership and the “country 
club comforts” of the force’s favorites, are 
eager for a real force to be created. 

Charges that someone from ,the ranks, 
or one of those off at war, be given a 
chance, do not hold water.. The top men 
have permitted no member to obtain 
enough experience to administer one of 
the most costly county functions. 

It might be well for those commission- 
ers, now apparently under a political lash, 
to recall that in the primary the same 
forces to whom they still give allegiance 
were soundly and overwhelmingly re- 
jected at the polls by the people. 

.If the commissioners are more afraid of 
the chief and certain political leaders, who 
lost in the primary, than they are mindful 
of what the people want, the people can- 
not fail to note that fact. Since 1938 six 
grand juries have recommended the re- 
tirement of the overage officers and a 
thorough reorganization. The people voted 
on this issue in July. The commission 
need not act as if this were a new pro- 
posal. 

Stalling, delaying tactics don’t cover 
up facts. 


Are The Chinese Weakening? 


Kiyang, 50 miles southwest of Heng- 
yang, has been taken by the Japanese. 
Linling, one of the air bases from which 
American airplanes operate against the 
Japs, is uncomfortably close to Kiyang. 

Gen. Hurley and. WPB Chief Donald 
Nelson have arrived in Chungking. They 
went as direct representatives of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 


There are reports of growing disunity 


between the government of Generalissimo — 


Chiang Kai-shek and the Chinese Com- 
munist leaders. It is likewise rumored 
that morale is low in a number of Chi- 
nese army units and many are said to be 
suffering badly because of lack of equip- 
ment and lack of food. 

The Japanese are gaining fast in their 
campaign to split China in two. 

All in all, reports from China are not 
encouraging. That must be admitted and 
faced. Whatever happens in China can- 
not alter the ultimate defeat of Japan, but 
if the Chinese should be put out of the 
fight before the Allies can mass their full 


strength in the Pacific, it might well pro- 
long the war there for a year or two. 

Hurley and Nelson are, undoubtedly, 
at Chungking in an effort to brace the 
Chinese and meet their immediate prob- 
lems. That is evident fact,,although no 
formal announcement on the purpose of 
their mission has been: made. 

-China has been fighting a _ well- 
equipped, ruthless enemy for seven years 
and more. China has never had the 
equipment essential for any yictorious 
army. China has undergone privations and 
sufferings greater than any other victim 
of militaristic aggression. Whatever de- 
velops today, none can detract from the 
saga of heroic resistance against impos- 
sible odds written with their blood by the 
men of Chiang Kai-shek. 

But it would be well if we of the west 
looked realistically on the war in the east. 
If we do so, we will learn that, even after 
the collapse of Germany, it will require a 
tremendous weight of fighting force and 
the firmest determination before Japan is 
finally brought to her knees. 


Savannah's Postwar Harbor 


The Atlanta Constitution applauds the 
aggressive manner in which the city of 
Savannah and the county of Chatham are 
planning for the developments of the post- 
war port of Savannah. 

Plans for increasing the channel depth 
so as to allow larger steamers to enter the 
harbor, and other harbor improvements, 
were outlined this week to a visiting dele- 
gation., Included in the plans are pro- 


posals for state docks. These will be nec- 
essary if Savannah is going to become the 
port it should be and the ohe we hope it 
will become. | 

Mobile’s port did not become really 
successful and important until the state 
bought the docks from the railroads which 
controlled them. Savannah always does 
a good job and we may look forward to 
a successful one in developing the port 
after the war.

» One of the needs of the present day is to get 
rid of Gen. Franco and his regime in Spain. The 
republic, which was having its troubles, never- 

theless was going along toward the future and could have become a 
stable government. 

Franco, aided by Royalist and Fascist groups, especially those 
of Germany and Italy, plotted the revolution and became its in- 
strument.

The 
Soviet government gave some small aid after the "war came but 
never was in the war as were Germany and Italy. 

It was a war instigated by Fascist money and minds with 
Franco as its instrument. The Italians and Germans used the war 
as a testing ground for troops and tanks, planes and guns. 

The governments of England and France were then in the hands 
of the appeasers, led by Chamberlain, who was to persist in his 
course until the invasion of Poland. They maintained a hands-off 
policy on confidential word from the Fascists that all they wanted 
was a friendly government and trade with Spain. We in this coun- 
try were almost, but not quite, as badly in error. The war began 
for us there. As Vincent Sheean so. truthfully wrote, the Ebro 
river began to flow down Oxford street, in London. It also began 
to flow down Peachtree street in Atlanta and Broadway in New 
York ahd Main street in every town and hamlet. 

But, those were the days of the appeasers. 

We all must share the blame.

Nothing has been more hypocritically cynical 
than the recent injured air with which the 
Franco government repelled the suggestion it would offer refuge 
to the Fascist scum from’ Germany and the worse scum of col- 
laborationists from France, Belgium and Holland. 

No more monumental untruth has been uttered than that by 
Franco’s representative in this country, Juan Francisco de Car- 
denas, who said: 

“The government of Spain wishes to stress once more the fact 
that the Spanish regime has nothing in common with National 
Socialism, which is condemned by the Catholic Church, while 
Spain’s own regime is based on Christian principles.” 

History has recorded the many things which Franco Spain has 
in common with the Fascists. It was in 1942 that Franco sent 
his most fervent message to Hitler.

Atlanta Policeman 
Fulfilled Dire Threat 


I don’t know the man’s name, but I have the 
me: story on unimpeachable authprity— 

It all happened many years ago. You can 
guess‘at the period, when you are told it was in the days when 
Atlanta’s “Black Maria”—police wagon to you—was horse drawn. 
Before the automotive age. 

Every afternoon, the Black Maria, drawn by a team of some- 
what somnolent equines, waited outside police station. It was wait- 
ing for conclusion of the daily session of recorder’s court. When 
court was over, those unfortufates who had been sentenced to the 
stockade were brought out, herded into the Black Maria, the doors 
were closed and locked and the vehicle would rumble off, over the 
cobbled streets, to the city stockade. There to deliver its load of 
new prisoners. 

Now the driver of this Black Maria was a police officer who, 


every old-timer agrees, was an excellent fellow. A most likable . 


man. Popular with all who knew him. 

He had, however, one weakness. He had a tendency to indulge 
too freely, at times, in the cup that frequently inebriates as well 
as cheers. And it was not unusual for him to spend the waiting 
time, of an afternoon, while court ground out its stockade grist, 
in one or the other of the near-by, convenient saloons. 

Not often did he overindulge at such times, but occasionally he 
slipped beyond the bounds of reasonable sobriety needed for a 
man with his duty as teamster for the Black Maria. 


: On the particular afternoon 
One Particular Afternoon which resulted in this story, our 
officer friend did overindulge. When the time came to mount the 
driver’s seat, gather up the reins and yell “giddap” to his team, 
he was more than jovial, he had reached the stage of irritability. 

Now, it was customary for the passengers in the Black Maria, 
on that trip to the stockade, to raise their voices in song. Loud 
and ribald melodies chorused from the interior of the vehicle, in- 
terspersed not infrequently with reprehensible profanity. 

This afternoon went according to custom. Scarcely had they 
moved away from the police station when the songs and yells 
began. The driver stood it for a block or so. Then he turned in 
his seat and yelled at his noisy passengers: “Shuddup. Stop that 
noise!” 

Of course, they didn’t quieten. The songs became louder and 
the language more noisome. 

Again the driver turned. 

“Tl ain’t goin’ ter stand for all that racket!” he shouted. “Ef 
you don’t shuddup I’m a-coming’ back there and you all ‘ull be 
sorry.” 

Another two'‘or three blocks, as loud and noisy as ever. 

Again the driver turned: 

“Shuddup, I tole yer. Ef you don’t shuddup I’ll be goldurned 
ef I'll drive, yer another foot. I'll make yer all git out.” 


No result. 
“I’m tell’ yer for the last time. Yer’'ll hev to shuddup or git 


He drove them thus, threatening and warning, to within two 
or three blocks of the stockade. 

Then, informing his passengers he had warned them and had 
stood all he was going to put up with, he halted his team, climbed 


out 


off the driver’s seat, unlocked the door to the Black Maria and, 


told all the prisoners to “git out.” 
They did and there were no new inmates of the stockade that 


evening. 

: Here’s another story from ’way back then.

He in- 
dulges his appetites and his lusts, 
and tricks his conscience by pre- 
tending that indulgence is an evi- 
dence of broad-minded tolerance 
and freedom. 

The fundamental and all-impor- 
tant fact ignored by the bombar- 
dier, and so many of his class, is 
that. self-indulgence has always 
been the chief obstacle to human 
progress. Since the story of man 
began, the measure of his im- 
provement has been the measure 
of his success in overcoming his 
savage inheritance and suppressing 
his brute capacities and desires.

In it there is no resort to political demagoguery, no attempt to 
arouse the emotions of the people, no effort to set the President. 
up as an indispensable man: He merely defines the issues of the 
campaign in a cool, honest way, leaving it for the voter to use his 
own judgment in passing on the questions raised. 


Exam les It is worth while to cull some of the finer points 
Pp from the Barkley article. On the subject of the 
“indispensable man,” for example, he has this to say: 

“  ., 1am not a disciple of the doctrine of the indispensable 
man. ... The question upon which the American people must give 
an answer in November is not whether Mr. Roosevelt is the only 
man who is fitted for that office, but whether he is the best man 
to finish the task in which our country is engaged.” 

Democrats, the Kentucky senator said, felt that Mr. Roosevelt's 
training and experience, plus his grasp of world problems, both 
as regards the war and the peace ¢hat is to come, qualify him for 
another term in the White House over and above any other man 
in the party.

Oh, it was a fair sort of a hail 
storm, all right, with the hail 
stacking up 10 inches deep in spots 
and it justified much of the atten- 
tion it drew from the INS, the UP 
and the AP but what I did not

I remember a hail storm there 
when I was a small boy that was 
really a lulu.

The peanuts in the salty water 
are bubbling now and within the 
circle of the firelight and on the 
gallery in the shadow of the moon- 
flower vine nearly 50 people have 
gathered.

But that particular hail storm 
was not the one that produced the 
biggest hail stones of my experi- 
ence back in my old home town. 
I have forgotten the date o* biggie 
but it was when I was a well- 
known non-attender of the Hins- 
dale school. It was my personal 
opinion that the Hinsdale school 
had nothing to offer me except 
boredom and it was my practice 
to just dismiss it from my mind 
as often as possible and go ad- 
venturing hither and yon, 

On the day in question my com- 
panion was one Giz, short for 
gizzard-hunter, it being tradition in 
Pueblo boyJand that he carried a 
knife with which he would surely 
hunt your gizzard on slight provo- 
cation, I do not recall his real 
name and doubt if ever I heard 
it. Anyway, we were some miles 
north of Pueblo trying to drown 
out prairie dogs. 

I can think of no more discour- 
aging work than trying to drown 
out prairie dogs. It is really 
tougher than going to school. You 
generally had to tote the water 
for drowning-out purposes a fur 
piece. And if you did succeed in 
drowning out a prairie dog what 
did you have? Nothing but a wet 
little prairie dog. 

Now the storm came and the 
hail fell and I am not telling you 
a word of a lie, the hail stones 
were as big as horse cars. Yes, 
bigger. You never saw such big 


writes in his- informative work, 
Tailor’s Progress, that Dave, 
though sentenced to Siberia, ac- 
tually was allowed to escape be- 
fore he even reached his destina- 
tion.

Stolberg says, his life was made 
easier by a contribution of three 
rubles g month from his father 
to the warden, who seems to have 
had a good,job. 

“That didn’t mean,” Dubinsky 
said, “that I escaped the terrible 
beatings which all of us had to 
take,” to which, however, I might 
offer the observation that, at 52, 
Mr. Dubinsky is still a very solid 
and healthy man, bearing no vis- 
ible scars of this abuse. 

Of Sidney Hillman, whom he 
disapproves with a joyous personal 
detestation, Mr. Stolberg paints a 
picture even less - heartrending. 
Citing Hillman’s friendly Commu- 
nist biographers, who had him on 
a proletarian committee which 
“seized” his native town of Za- 
gere, Lithuania, and made him the 
hero of six or eight months in the 
Dvinsk prison, Stolberg says: 
First, that Zagere never was 
“seized” by any proletarian com- 
mittee, and that a number of other 
refugees never heard of him as 
an active fighter in the 1905 revo- 
lution. 

To squeal on Sidney Hillman 
and discredit him may seem to 
violate the Alaskan tradition; but, 


as I told you, the gold rush vet- 


erans did not always hang to- 
gether. Mr. Rickard, in certain

felt that a grave injustice was 
done Giz and myself when we 
were called before the Hinsdale 
principal and given sound larrup- 
ings. on his rejection of our story 
that the great hail stones prevent- 
ed us from making our way back 
to school inside of three days. 

Oh, I suppose you are like that 
principal and want to know how 
Giz and I managed to. keep out of 
harm’s way during the storm.

But 
I wish you would try to fill one 
of those holes some day with 
enough water to drown out the 
prairie dog and you will learn that 
according to the amount of water 
it holds it must be big enough to 
conceal an elephant.

All -state prisoners are not 
housed at Tattnall; 75% are in 87 
county work camps, While they 
are fed and housed by the coun- 
ties in return for their service on 
county road work, they are state 
prisoners and are under the direct 
supervision of the State Dept. of 
Corrections. All the “dangerous” 
prisoners are sent to Tattnall. 
Those at the county camps present 
no serious custodial problem. 

The present administration, at 
the urgent request of citizens all 
over Georgia appointed a commit- 
tee from the legislature to investi- 
gate conditions and these are a 
few of the things they found to 
exist in many camps: 

1. Steel “cages” on wheels, with 
bars, no. windows nor screens. In 
the winter a canvass hung over 
the sides. 

2. Many flimsy, fire-trap build- 
ings with dirt floors. 


3, Numerous camps where the 
only toilet faeility provided was 
an open receptacle in the room 
where all the prisoners slept. 


4. Many camps withou running 
water. A questionable well pro- 
vided drinking water—no provi- 
sion for bathing. 

5. No segregation of diseased 
prisoners in many instances. 

6. The only’ source of heat in 
winter in many camps was an old 
oil drum used for a stove. 

7. Beans, beans, beans and corn- 
bread three times a day, week in 
and week out, in many camps, 

8. An ever present danger of 
fire many camps—with old 
wooden structures and open fires. 
No fire extinguishers provided and 
no plans for evacuation. 

9. When human beings rebelled 
at the above conditions and many 
others or tried to escape they were 
punished by unspeakable flog- 
gings, confinement for as much as 
thirty days on bread and water, 
sweat boxes, and other tortures. 

As a result of this investigation, 
Gov. Arnall called a special ses- 
sion of the legislature last Sep- 
tember. It is to their everlasting 
honor that they acted quickly and 
decisively in their unanimous 
agreement that the Georgia prison 
system must be reorganized and a 
humane and rehabilitative pro- 
gram adopted. A department of 
corrections was set up by that leg- 
islature, with sole responsibility 
vested in the director. Among oth- 
er duties he was instructed to out- 
line standards by which all county 
camps must abide, 

These regulations are not the 
arbitrary nor theoretical ideas of 
one man but the result of the col- 
laboration «f a committee com- 
posed of wardens and county com- 
missioners over the state. Very 
briefly, they are in part as follows: 

1. Each officer shall be respon- 
sible for the safe and secure cus- 
tody of all prisoners and is pro- 
hibited from trading or bartering 
with prisoners. 

2. Prisoners shall be housed in 
stationary buildings which meet 
the standards set up by the de- 
partment. (Too many counties are 
still using “cages.”’) 

3. Sanitary conditions shall be 
maintained in camps and grounds. 

4. The state department of cor- 
rections shall provide each county 
camp with a sufficiently wide va- 
riety of daily menus to meet local 
food supply conditions and at the 
same time provide a balanced diet, 

5. All prisoners shall be provid: 
ed at least two complete outfits 
of clothing and such standard is- 
sue items as may be determined 
by the department of corrections 
to be necessary for personal hy- 
giene and welfare. — 

6. The warden is responsible for

An overwhelming majority of 
those interviewed favor unemploy- 
ment compensation for soldiers 
who might find themselves with- 
out jobs after the war. 

But, by almost as large a ma- 
jority they opposed similar pro- 
visions for war workers who may 
be out of jobs in the postwar pe- 
riod. 

These are the facts which come 
to light in replies to two ques- 
tions: 

“When the war’ is over and 
many soldiers return to civilian 
life, they may not find jobs. Do 
you think the government should 
give soldiers money if they find 
themselves out of work after the 
war?” 

The replies:

7. A physician shall be appoint- 
ed for each county camp, who 
shall examine all newly committed 
prisoners and the warden shall ar- 
range for prompt transfer to state 
prison of any chronically ill pris- 
oner. 


8. In keeping with the rehabili- 
tative needs of the ,prisoners 
wardens shall endeavor to have 
prisoners provided with such job 
training or job experience as can 
be made available under the con- 
ditions existing in the camp, and 
in line with the needs and con- 
duct of the individual prisoners. 


9. The Department of Correc- 
tiong shall make available to all 
prisoners opportunity for self im- 
provement, including planned 
recreation, educational courses, 
reading materials, assistance in 
maintaining contact with their 
families and in the solution of 
their personal problems; and a 
full program of religious activity.

“That may sound like just a 
southern problem, but actually it 
concerns the entire nation, be- 
cause if we do not put our cotton 

on a sound operating

<r gar farmers throughout 
the country. 

“The southern farmer should 
have diversified farming, but cot- 
ton, correctly grown, can continue 
to be his chief crop.” 

Fulmer said the subcommittee 
also would be particularly inter- 
ested in new uses being developed 
for cotton products. 

“We hope to be able to help de- 
velop a much larger market for 
cotton in this way,” he said. “This 
will keep prices up, which in turn 
will maintain buying power and 
thus help the over-all economic
